WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—A rev- 
enue bill slashing the annual Fed- 
eral tax burden by an amount 
placed by the Treasury at $336,- 
236,000 was completed today by the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 


tee. 

Drafted on a nonpartisan basis, 
the measure was unanimously ap- 
proved by the committee, which 
directed Chairman Green to report 
it te the House on the opening 
day of Congress, December 7. 

The committee felt justified in 
exceeding the $800,000,000 reduc- 
tion limit which it‘had set, 
cause of estimates that the Treas- 
ury surplus for the current fiscal 
year probably would reach $330.,- 
000,000 instead of $290,000,000, 


carried by the bill will be felt 
immediately upon its enactment. 
Virtually eve taxpayer will be 
benefited by fhe measure. Income 
taxes alone will be cut by $193.- 
576,000 under the committee pro- 
gram and tbe revised rates will 
be effective on incomes of this 
calendar year. The Congressional 
} ere plan to have the bill enact- 
ed by March 1, and the income 
taxes are not due until March 15. 

The revisions in excise rates, 
many of which were repealed while 
others were reduced, and the re- 
duced inheritance schedules, will 
be made effective upon enactment 
of the bill. The changes in the 
occupational levies, many of which 
also were repealed, will become ef- 
fective July 1, 1926. 

Revised estimates of the extent 
to which the bill as now drawn wil! 
reduce the government's annual 
revenue, as prepared by the Treas- 
ury, show that $20,000,000 will be 
lost next year as a result of the

Secretary of Agriculture Jardine Answers Critics of

If cleanliness were a sure protec- 
tion against the disease, then it 
would look as though the people of 
the United States are on the whole 
dirtier in their habits than the peo- 
ple of Russia. We certainly don't 
believe that.

Mrs. Roser’s arrest followed a 
conflict between evolutionist and 
fundamentalist orators recently at 
the: Plaza, the complainant in the 
case, James Merry, fundamentalist 
orator of the Bible Institute, charg- 
ing the woman assaulted him with 
a piece of chain, thereafter refer- 
red to as “the missing links.” Mrs. 
Roser said Merry insulted her and 
vilified her daughter; Queen 
ver, and was twisting her arm when 
she retaliated by whipping him 
with the piece of chain. 

The defense presented by the 
child authoress was that her moth- 
er’s action was justified and an 
act of self-defense to prevent in- 
jury at the hands of Merry. 

“It is not a question of right or 
wrong of the evolution or funda- 
mentalist doctrine.” she twid the 
sourt, “but a question of whether 
one public speaker has a right to 
vilify another.” 

Mrs. Roser admitted striking 
Merry with the chain. The court 
returned a verdict of not guiity. 

Associated with Queen Silver as 
counse! was Henry V. Roser, her 
stepfather, retired attorney and 
Socialist candidate for Governor in
